ment to the court said, the decree had 
been agreed to by the defendants "not,

After hearing statements by counsel 


for the government and the packers 
Chief Justice McCoy signed the injunc- 
tion making effective the agreement. 


Attorney General Palmer in a state- 


ment commenting on the effect of the 
divorcement said: 


"The decree which the department 


of justice has brought about by urgent 
insistence is designed to restore free- 
dom of competition and increase the 
opportunities 
for individual initiative 


in business which must in time hear 
good frut for the public welfare. 


"Those great aggregation of capital 


which have come to be known as the 
'big five' have been able to dominate 
so many lines of trade that their con 
tinued and unrestrained growth consti- 
tuted a real menace not only to Ameri- 
can business but to the American con- 
suming public as well. 


"Under the decree entered today the 
chief packing companies, their subsi- 
diaries and principal stodc holders are 
compelled to-sell preferable 
to live 
stock producers and the 
public; aU 
their holdings in public stockyard; aft 
their interest in stockyard 
railroads 
and terminals; all their interest in mar- 


- ket newspapers; all their Interest in 
public cold storage warehouses except 
that which is necessary for their own 
meat products. 


"They are barred forever from the 


retail meat business. 
"They are barred forever from deal- 


ing in 'unrelated lines' which include: 
wholesale 
groceries, 
fresh, 
canned, 


dried or salted fish; fresh, dried or can- 
ned vegetables; fresh, crushed, dried, 
evaporated or canned 
fruits; 
confec- 
ttonaries, syrups, soda water fountains, 
supplies, matches, honey, jams jellies 
and preserves, spices, sauces, relishse, 
etc.. coffee, tea, chocolate, cocoa, nuts, 
flour, sugar, rice and cereals (with 
certain limited exception with respect 
to cereals) bread, wafers, crackers, bis- 
cuits, spaghetti, vermicelli, macaronis, 
cigars, china, furniture and so forth. 


M. W. Borders, attorney for Morris 


& .company made the following state- 
ment in behalf of council for all the de- 
fendants: 
•These defendants have consented to 
this decree and to give up certain busi- 
nesses, not because of guilt, for they 
have not violated any law; but that the 
American peop!e may be assured, that 
there is not the remotest possibility of 
a food monopoly by the packers; that 
the constant criticism and agitation 
levelled at this vital industry, which is 
selously injured not only it, but the 
people generally, may cease: that a 
better understanding and feeling be- 
tween this industry and the public may- 
be re-established: and that conditions 
in this uncertain and dangerous period 
of reconstruction may be stabilized and 
the efficiency and benefit of this great 
industry—dealing an it does in a prime 
necessity of life, a highly perishable 
product—may be preserved. 


In dealing with this great question 


so intimately connected with the wel- 
fare* of all people, it must be borne in 
mind that the packer occupies a most 
delicate and difficult position, to which 
there is nothing analogous In American 
business. 
He is between millions of 
producers on one side, demanding a 
s*Me price for live meat animal and 
1000.000.000 consumers on the other 
side, demanding cheap meat: and there 
rannot be cheap meat on the table of 
the consumer when the packer pays a 
high price for the live animal to the 
producer.""

Washington, Feb. 27.—The domestic 


reservation to the peace treatj was up 
for consideration today in the senate, 
following the a loption yesterday, bj a 
vote of 68 to 4, of the reservation re- 
garding mandatories. 


Senator Lodge's draft of the domestic 


questions reservation would reserve to 
the United States the right to' decide 
what issues, such as immigration, are 
purely internal and there'fora not sub 
ject to the jurisdiction of the League 
of Nations. Opposing this, 'the Demo- 
crats will attempt to have adopted the 
Hitchcock substitute, voted down last 
November, providing that "no member 
nation" shall be required to submit to 
the League and question it considers 
domestic 


The Republicans have argued that the 


Hitchcock draft is ati amendment to 
the treaty instead of a reservation in 
as much as it-affects all nations and 
therefore would have to be submitted 
for approval to the other signatories

a qualification of the treaty had been 
accepted with'the approval of the Dem- 
ocratic managers and the first two- 
thirds vote of the enjtire membership 
for any reservation.

The WlKcoudln State Historic*! so- 


ciety Is preparing • history of the 
llonnons who settled Jn and around 
the state during the middle of the 
nineteenth century. The history will 
contain much new material concerning 
the early Mormons who settled In Illi- 
nois and built their sacred city of 
Nauvoo, jnst above Keokuk. 


After the death of Joseph Smith, 


leader of the Mormons. In 1844. one 
of the claimants to the succession was 
James J. Strung of Burlington, Wls.. 
who was converted to Mormonlsm In 
1843 by missionaries who came to Bur- 
lington. Strong soon gained a strong 
following and established a holy' city 
at Vorec. where bis followers made 
their headquarters, sent out mission- 
aries and became successful rivals to 
the 
Brlgham 
Young movement , In 


Utah. 


About 1849 Strong moved his follow- 


ers y> Beaver Island In Lake Michigan, 
where be built a new sacred city, and 
had his headquarters from 1849 to 
1856. 
The-city oft St. James was the 


most Important between Detroit and 
Milwaukee. • Strans met death at the 
hands of two of his followers. He left 
no successor, and the Gentiles, profit-" 
Ing by the confusion, descended on his 
domain and looted It. The Inhabitants 
were forced to leave with such of their 
possessions as they could carry, and 
were deported by boat to Chicago and 
Milwaukee. The church built up by 
Strang was thus destroyed. It Is esti- 
mated that of this branch of the Mor- 
mons less than two hundred now re- 
main.

cause it relieves one class at the ex- 
Iiense of another. Until recent years 
tax exemption of Federal and Mu- 
nicipal bonds was a fairly harmless 
fiscal expedient, but with the impor- 
tant changes that bare taken place 
In economic conditions, especially In 
the methods of taxation, it can no 
longer be justified. In fact, It Is a 
flagrant evil of which the majority 
of taxpayers are blissfully uncon- 
scious. 


Tne original argument for the ex- 


emption of Federal Farm Loan 
bonds was that it would reduce ma- 
terially the cost of borrowing on 
farm mortgage security, thereby re- 
ducing the fanner's rate, which was 
a consummation very much to be de- 
sired but on the other hand in mak- 
ing th3 federal Farm Loan bonds 
exempt, it created a very desirable 
investment for those of large income 
who were willing to pay enough pre- 
mium for them to take them out of 
the reach of the ordinary small In- 
vestor and In consequence the great 
bulk of them nave gravitated into 
the coffers of the very wealthy. 


This nuts the burden of taxation. 


on wage earner*, upon production, 
raw material, transportation and im- 
ports, all of wblch have to be more 
heavily taxed to pay the five billions 
now being annually assessed.

As long ago as 1791 Dr. Benjamin 


Rush put before the Philosophical so- 
ciety of Philadelphia an earnest pro- 
posal to use maple sugar, pointing oat 
that "for a great number of yean 
many hundred private families In New 
York and Pennsylvania bare supplied 
themselves plentifully with this sugar 
daring the whole year." 


The year before that the United 


States bad bought over 17,500,000 
pounds of brown sugar, and more than 
200,000 pounds of other varieties from 
the West Indies. Seven years after 
Doctor Rush made bis appeal the 
brown sugar Importation amounted to 
nearly 67.000,000 pounds, and the loaf 
sagar exceeded 20.500.000 pounds. At ; 
that time somebody In Philadelphia j 
succeeded hi obtaining sugar from wa- 
termelons. getting half a pint of sirup 
by gradually boiling the strained palp 
and juice of a melon that weighed 14 
pounds. Thte led J. B. Bordley. an ag- 
ricultural writer, to compote In a book 
published In 1801 that an acre of wa- 
termelons would yield |143 worth of 
sirup.

rom which he asserted there could be 
no departure as the course decided upon

The joint memorandum of Dec. 9, 
subscribed to by France, Great Britain 
and tbe United States, and which' it was 
supposed here settled the Adriatic 
question, provided in substance the fol- 
owing:

ognized ethical line between Italy sand 
Jugo-Slavia, would have given to Italy 
more than 300,000 Jugoslavs and fur* 
ther extended eastward to give Italy 
territory In the region of Albona, also 
ncluding Jugo-Slavs.

Slovene kingdom, containing some 200.- 
000 Jugo Slavs, as against 40,000 Itali- 
ans, was to be placed under tbe League 
of Nations.

control and for future determination by 
the league with full autonomy for the 
city of Flume. The city Zara was to 
laye complete sovereignty under the 
eague and complete control of its own 
affairs.

Lanaand the. small Islands west 
of it, Lttssdn and t'nie, were to oass to 
taly on demilitarized status with local 
utonomy for the Slavs in Lissa. 
Italy was-to bare a mandate over the 
ndependent state of Albanian under 
he league.

md east were to be those fixed by tbe 
London conference of IsftL^ but tbe 
south was left for negotiation. 
Greece was to have certain territory, 
he lines for some of which were to 
le left for negotiation. The city of 
.'alone and such 
hinterland strictly, 
necessary to defense and economic de- 
•elopment were granted to, Italy In full 
sovereignty. 
These provisions were described in 
he memorandum as affording to Italy 
'full satisfaction of her historic nation- 
al aspirations," uniting the Italian race 
and as giving her "absolute strategic 
control of the Adriatic." The conferees 
declared they had carried "their con- 
cern for Italian security to the point 
of neutralizing the Dalmatian Islands 
and adjacent waters from tbe north 
ern border of the Regnsa region to 
Flume."

Tax exemption is un-American be- 


cause it relieves one class at the ez- 
Itense of another. Until recent years 
tax exemption of Federal and Mu- 
nicipal bonds was a fairly harmless 
fiscal expedient, but with the impor- 
tant changes that have taken place 
In economic conditions, especially in 
the methods of taxation, it can no 
longer be justified. In fact, it Is a 
flagrant evil of which the majority 
of taxpayers are blissfully uncon- 
scious. 


The original argument for the ex* 


etnption of 
Federal Farm 
Loan 


bonds was that it would reduce ma- 
terially the cost of borrowing on 
farm mortgage security, thereby re- 
ducing the fanner's rate, which was 
a consummation very much to be de- 
sired hut on the other hand in mak- 
ing th3 Pederal Farm Loan bonds 
exempt,. It created a very desirable 
investment for those of large income 
who were willing to pay enough pre- 
mium for them to take them out of 
the reach of the ordinary small in- 
vestor and in consequence the great 
bulk of them have gravitated Into 
the coffers of the very wealthy. 


This pots the burden of taxation, 


on wage earners, upon production. 
raw material, transportation and im- 
ports, all of which have to be more 
toavily taxed to pay the five billions 
now being annually assessed. 


Twenty million Americans own 


Liberty bond* which arc now quoted 
at 92 to OS. They are taxable. The 
rich iiian prefers to buy the farm 
loan bonds; they are not taxable. 
They are usually qinrted above par 
anil some have brought n,« much as 
fl.08,. something which the framer* 
of the bill dirt not exj»eet. 


Aliont one fanner in sixty-five ha* 


taken advantage of the Federal 
Farm Loan Act and is getting^ 
money at 5% .per cent but he has 
placed an) added burden upon the 
other sixty-four fanners who ate not 
enjoying revenue from the loan. 


Our public policy has been badly 


at fault either hi the matter of tax- 
ation exemption or in the applica- 
tion of progressive rates to incomes. 
The two policies are antagonistic 
and inconsistent. One or the other 
sould be speedily abandoned. We 
cannot and ought not to abandon 
progressive taxation.. That institu- 
tion is now firmly established In all 
the important European nations. It 
Is universally recognised as the only 
means whereby the tax burden may 
be made to conform proportionately 
to the Individual's ability to pay. 


The tax system must be made 


equitable if the Ideals of democratic 
government are to be maintained 
and it is time to eall a halt to the 
present policy of tax exemption. . 


The weakest stronghold of that 


policy Ite? In the tax exemption 
elause of the Federal Farm Ixmn 
Act and It Is here that the pobllc 
should declare Itself and demand a 
square deal in taxation. 


Tax exemption 
Is a "get-rich- 


quick" dcvlec that promlne* some- 
thing for nothing bat which In real- 
ity has been shown to cost the pub- 
lie treasury as much as seven times 
what It gives to the borrower even 
under our present tax rates. 


A low rate of loans for farm im- 


provement which win Include the 
struggling tenant and . the poorer 
class of farmers. Is very desirable 
but it shoiiM not be brought about 
At the; expense of our tax I tearing 
citizens and for Hie benefit of 
few millionaires.

As long ago as 1791 Dr. Benjamin 


Bosh pat before the Philosophical so- 
ciety of Philadelphia an earnest pro- 
posal to use maple sugar, pointing oat 
that "for a great number of years 
many hundred private families hi New 
York and Pennsylvania have supplied 
themselves plentifully with this sugar 
daring the whole, year." 


The year before that the United 


States bad bought orer 17.500,009 
pounds of brown sugar, and more than 
200,000 pounds of other varieties from 
the West Indies. Seven years after 
Doctor Rush made his appeal the 
brown sugar Importation amounted to 
nearly 67,000.000 pounds, and the loaf 
migar exceeded 20,500.000 pounds. At 
that time somebody In Philadelphia 
succeeded hi obtaining sugar from wa- 
termelons. getting half a pint of alrup 
by gradually boiling the strained pulp 
•nd Juice of a melon that weighed 14 
pounds. This led J. B. Bordley. an ag- 
ricultural writer, to compute In a book 
published In 1901 that an acre of wa- 
termelons would yield fM8 worth of 
slntp.

APPELLATE COURT 
UPHOLDS HEALTH 
LAW IN DECISION 


Holds New Sanitary Police- 


man Is Entitled to Salary 
—Others Ousted By Law. 


By a decision handed down late 
Thursday, the court of appeals holds
